Kentucky Womon'sChristian Tem¬ 
perance I'tiion plan, to eatahlish 
there. It is to be a Christaiu so¬ 
cial sett lenient, and will cotllhine 
a lirst-class school with kinder¬ 
garten, normal and industrial de¬ 
partments. As a model home it 
will tench by example the advant¬ 
ages of cleatilinoss.ordernnd thrift. 

Anyoiiu who has I.. in these 

mountain cabin realizes that the 
work must begin in the Imnies mid 
with the women. 

Tha superintendent of schools in 
ono county says the greatest need 
of the mountains is cultured, Chris¬ 
tian mothers, and then adds: 
"Fifty per coni of (lie children do 
not attond any school and ninety 
per cent of I lie attendance is in 
iiauds of irregular, immoral teach¬ 
ers, who have 1 . 11 reared by illit- 

reute parent-*." 

Those mountain people, when 
once aroused, a re pathetically eager 
for an education, nor is it hard to 
arouse them. They |ir '' of the host 
stock mir country knows, and -Iill 
have in them all lie* sturdy possi¬ 
bilities of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
They are willing to help them¬ 
selves, too. Hindman, m Knott 
county, offers tocontrihuto$ lot) to 
the school if it is established here. 
Op.e woman said she would give 
$100 if sle* had !•< "sang it out," 
meaning that -lie would go to the 
woods and dig giusi ng to earn the 
money. 

Except through the churches, 
Kentucky has not done le»r part hy 
h«r mountain people. The only 
large, ellioiont mountain institu¬ 
tion making for their education is 
one supported by northern money 
and conducted by northern teach¬ 
ers. 1 , therefore, would make nil 
earnest appeal to llie Kentuekimis 
who have had a chance lo help the 
Kentuckians who have not had a 
chance. With what has been pledg¬ 
ed, only $“,000 IS needed lo start 
this school by September 1 next. 
This is a small sum, which can bo 
readily raised by a largo number 
of small contributions,

Education For tho Kontu^ky M iu it jiuj. 

Thoru Iiiih recently bimn issued u 
leaflet sotting forth tho education¬ 
al needs of tin* Kentucky moun¬ 
tains and making an appeal for 
linuiictul aid for a nou>s<M'tarian 
school, which tli** niiiiii'ii nf tin* 
Kentucky Womon'sChristian Tem¬ 
perance I'tiion plan, to eatahlish 
there. It is to be a Christaiu so¬ 
cial sett lenient, and will cotllhine 
a lirst-class school with kinder¬ 
garten, normal and industrial de¬ 
partments. As a model home it 
will tench by example the advant¬ 
ages of cleatilinoss.ordernnd thrift. 

Anyoiiu who has I.. in these 

mountain cabin realizes that the 
work must begin in the Imnies mid 
with the women. 

Tha superintendent of schools in 
ono county says the greatest need 
of the mountains is cultured, Chris¬ 
tian mothers, and then adds: 
"Fifty per coni of (lie children do 
not attond any school and ninety 
per cent of I lie attendance is in 
iiauds of irregular, immoral teach¬ 
ers, who have 1 . 11 reared by illit- 

reute parent-*." 

Those mountain people, when 
once aroused, a re pathetically eager 
for an education, nor is it hard to 
arouse them. They |ir '' of the host 
stock mir country knows, and -Iill 
have in them all lie* sturdy possi¬ 
bilities of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
They are willing to help them¬ 
selves, too. Hindman, m Knott 
county, offers tocontrihuto$ lot) to 
the school if it is established here. 
Op.e woman said she would give 
$100 if sle* had !•< "sang it out," 
meaning that -lie would go to the 
woods and dig giusi ng to earn the 
money. 

Except through the churches, 
Kentucky has not done le»r part hy 
h«r mountain people. The only 
large, ellioiont mountain institu¬ 
tion making for their education is 
one supported by northern money 
and conducted by northern teach¬ 
ers. 1 , therefore, would make nil 
earnest appeal to llie Kentuekimis 
who have had a chance lo help the 
Kentuckians who have not had a 
chance. With what has been pledg¬ 
ed, only $“,000 IS needed lo start 
this school by September 1 next. 
This is a small sum, which can bo 
readily raised by a largo number 
of small contributions,
